Coolidge Faith in 
Envoy Told 


Ambassador Will be Sent 
Back to Mexico to Carry 
Out Original Policies | 


America to Keep Hands Off 


Entire confidence and support for 
James R. Sheffield, American Ambas- 
sador to Mexico, by President Coolidge 
and the State Department was voiced 
g@trikingly today at the executive of- 
fices of the Summer White House. 
The statement was accompanied by 
& definition of policy which was gen- 


erally regarded as reiterating and 
setting out broadly anew the posi- 
tion of the Washington government 
toward Mexico after Ambassador Shef- 
field had conferred with Secretary 


Kellogg of the State Department at 
Washington as well as with Mr. Cool- 


idge here. 

‘It also was made after the Presi- 
dent had considered other elements 
in the situation such as the request 
of the Knights of Columbus for any 
proper action by the United States 
to ameliorate conditions in the south- 
ern republic where Catholic church- 
men are engaged in a religious con- 
troversy with President Calles. 

Without any direct reference to re- 
ports that Mr. Sheffield, who has 
come to this country for a vacation, 
will not return to Mexico City and 
that he was in disagreement with the 
Washington administration's Mexican 
policy, officials, speaking for the 
President, not only declared that he 
has the support of the American gov~- 
ernment, but will return to 
City in the fall with that support. 


TO CARRY OUT POLICY 


Upon his return to Mexico, it was 
emphasized, he will continue to have 
that support in his policies he has 
carried out and will continue to 
carry out, withqut any change being 
anticipated by the President. 

The views of Mr. Coolidge were 
made known at @ newspaper confer- 
ence which was marked by frequent 
interplay of questions end answers be- 

cial spokesman for tne

RIGHTS TO BE PROTECTED 

Of both the religious question and 
the epplication of the oil and iard 
jaws of Mexico to Mexicans, it was 
reiterated that the policy of the 
Washington government is to pro- 
tect the rights of American citizens 
in the enjoyment of the personal 
privileges they are entitled to under 
international law, usage, Custom and 
treaties and to protect their rights in 
the ownership and use of their prop- 
erties. 

Thcre have been no recent devel- 
opments in cornection with either 
of these questions, it was added, while 
Mr. Sheffield has made no recom- 
mendation concerning any protests 
touching the religious controversy. 

There has been a good deal of re- 
cession, it was continued, on the 

of the Mexican government in 
the matter of the claims it has made 
of the privileges @f interfering with 
the rights and business of American 
citizens in Mexico. Yet, it was add- 
ed, some questions are . pending 
touching the right of American citi- 
zens to bold property and to conduct 
business there. 

The American government was said 
to feel that there is a very good con- 
dition of order in the southern re- 
public. There has been practically 
no complaint of disorder now, it was 
added, but rather about prospective, 
instead of present. interferences with 
‘the rights of American citizens. 


OWN LAND CITED 
Mexico has been in a condition of 
uncertainty, it was pointed out, and 
there hawe been quite a number of 
years of banditry'and revolution, and

BOY HOBO, PRODUCT 
OF THE AUTOMOBILE 


MAJORITY OF YOUTH ON BOARD 
ARE OUT FOR A LARK, BUT 
SOME SEEK HEALTH 


One of the peculiar products of the 
automobile era is, in the parlance of 
the road, the bonobo, a contraction 
for boy hobo, says the Detroit News.

Cumberland River developments, 
which will develop some 3,000,000- 
horsepower and present an opportu- 
nity for the greatest chemical works 
in the world. Projects also are be- 
ing considered for the Arkansas and 
Rio Grande Rivers, in addition to 
which there are plans for a com- 
prehensive system of intercoastal 
canals. 

Referring then briefly to the op- 
position that prevails with reference 
to the extensive he out- 
lined, Secretary Hoover stated that 
this opposition is mainly that of 
agriculture and the railroads. 

“Agriculture is opposed because it 
holds that the addition of large areas 


of land will create overproduction 
while the railroads fear rta- 
tion competition,” he said. “If it 


were possible to bring about this 
development in a few days, I would 
be opposed to it myself. But, it 
must be remembered that these 
projects take time. Even if the 
program I have outlined could be 
started tomorrow, it would be at 
least fifteen years before it would 
affect agriculture. 
POPULATION GROWS 

“And it also should be remem- 
bered that. ours is a growing popu- 
lation. Within the next quarter of 
a century, I believe this country 
will add 40,000,000 to its present 


I believe we will see efforts 
being made to stimulate agricultural 
uction to provide food for the 
public. As for the railroads, they 
have nothing to fear, in my Jjudg- 
ment. Already congestion at ter- 
minal points and elsewhere is fre- 
quently a handicap to commerce. De- 
mands on transportation are in- 
creasing every year at a greater rate 
than facilities are provided for 
meeting them.” 

Referring then to the local fric- 
tions that have been created by the 
consideration of water development, 
the Secretary enumerated a long list 
of controversial points retarding de- 
velopment. 

“IT believe there are fights over this 
subject in every State in the Union,” 
he said. “These controversies settle 
nothing. Water development can be 
settled only by steam shovels and 

pouring of cement.” 


BEPEATS BELIEF 


And in the concluding portion of 
his address he repeated once more 
that in his opinion, the water de- 
velopment program is a national issue 
and that it should be carried out 
largely by the Federal government

‘“The government agencies should 
large part of the burden, but 
not all of it,” he said. “I regard it 
as the duty of every community to 
contribute its share. Nor should any 
section feel that it is interested only 
in one particular project, You in Call- 
fornia, for instance, are not alone 
concerned tn the Colorado River. You 
are interested in all the developments, 
just as other sections are interested 
in your development here. It is neces- 
sary to adopt a view that embraces 
the water - development program of 
the country as a whole.

ERMANY AND THE LEAGUB 


At least @ breath of the “Spirit of Lo 
carno” has descended upon Geneva. Ger 
many has been accepted both as a mem- 
ber of the League of Nations and as a per 
manent member of the Council. With this 
ratification by the Assembly the treaties 
négotiated at Locarno and signed at Lon- 
don last year become opérative. They had 
beén héld ih abeyance until Germany was 


_jactually a member of the League. 


This act may preve epochal in the his 
tory of international relations; but that 
will depend upon the success or failure of 
the hew arrangement. We cannot set a 
definite value on the deeds of today until 
| we Know their effect upon tomérrow; but 
it is almost beyénd the fange of reason 
to conjecture that the League, having gone 
so far, will now turn back. 

The peace of Europe is synonytiidus with 
thé peice of the world. Bufope is the 
mhothér of nations and of modefh civiliza- 
tion; for Asia is, at best, ofily @ gtand- 
mother. But for the infusioh of European 
blood Africa, Australia and thé two Amer- 
icas would still be the abode ofbly of un- 


Seven years have elapsed since thé 
Treaty of Versailles was ratified. The rep- 
resentatives of the néw German republic 
signed that document under protest. It 
they refused the arthistice came to an end 
and the Allied armies would resume their 
victorious march to afd across the Rhiné. 
The Gefifian delegates pfotested that the 
chains loaded upon Germany heavier 
than she could beat. The terms Were mote 
onerous, in fact, than the Américan com- 
mission deemed necessary; but one could 
hatdly expect France, Italy and Belgium 
to bury their enmity before they buried 
their dead. 

During those seven yeafs Germany, along 
With thé rest of Europé, passed through 
days of tumult, discord and misery; but 
thete has been steady progress along peaée- 
ful lines.

It is the equal of any other hation 
in the League. Its ‘vote has aé much effect 
as that of any victor nation. And the 
treaties of Locarno are the result of peace 
ful cofiferénce. They were signed by the 
German delegates of their own free will. 
They mark the most advanced stép ever 
taken to preserve the peace of Western 
Europe. | 
Gertnahy has voluntarily surrendered all 
aspiration to recover what she termed her 
lost provinces of Alsace and Lorraine. She 
is pledged to guarantee the wéstern bound- 
ariés fixed by the Treaty of Versaillas. 
She has given signed aésurafiéé that she 
will not viclate those bdéundaries and that 
shée will go with thé other signatories of 
the treaties to thé defensé of any of these 
whose térritory is invaded by another na- 
tion. 
As a pefthanent méiiiber of the Coiincil 
no important decision cafi be taken wWith- 
out her affirmative vote. It has beet ob- 
jected that she is in a position ta block 
peaceful progress, that she may tise her 
position for piirposés of revenge. But the 
same powers that accepted her as a League 
tember can expel her if her membership 
provés an obstacle to peaceful progress. 
Germany and France are now in thé 
hands of their neighbors—of their friends. 
They are no longér free to staft invasions 
at will. Undér the treaties of thé Léague 
Constitution they are plefiged to keep the 
peace. The balance of power has passed, 
succeeded by intéffiational co-ordination 
and ci-opera 
Blowly the war Glouds are dispelling 
from the Eu n firmament, rolled back 
by the strong wind of peace; and they are 
tow visible only over the eastern horizon, 
where Russia still snarls like a famished 
wolf at all about her. The era of war 
passés and the Wéstern powers have 
crossed the threshold of an era of indus- 
trialism. There will be sharp economic 
competition, many international snarls to 
bé ufitafigled: but if the peoples afe con- 
tent to use the sword of justice and dis- 
card the weapon of Mars there will be 
fewer Widows and ofphafis afid less mis- 
ery‘in the motherland of modern civiliza- 
tion than ever before.

Frank Morrison, veteran secretary 
of the American Federation of Labor, in & 
Labor Day speech, pointed out what he 
sidéred “the three greatest evils in Amer- 
ica today.” It is worthy to note that twe 
of these affect organized labor directly, 
while the third, “a growing disrespect for 
Congress,” affects the unions indirectly. 


After taking another lunge at what or- 
ganized labor pleases to call “injunction 
judges”"—a sort of semiannual tirade be- 
cause courts will not allow strikers to ruin 
or interfere with .he business of those who 
will not bend to their will—Mr. Morrison 
hops Whole-heartedly of “Company unions.”
